| MORE VARIETY THAN EVER 


“It’s never too early to start plan- 
i rung,” one m erchant pointed 
out, 
“and the Style Show week, when 
every store will be ‘all dressed up’ 
for the occasion, is made to order

around and look tor ideas. 
We 
don’t mind—quite the 
contrary! 
For although it is true that occa­

It is difficult to 
classify the new styles into set per­ 
iods, for pieces that are basically

pieces which are not Regency a t 
all turn up with Regency touches, 
pieces that are strictly dem ure ap­ 
peal, rather than the platancy of 
earlier contem porary design. 


TRANSITIONAL FURNITURE 


The cream of the new crop is 
“transitional” furniture, meaning it 
is midway between one period and 
another. The trick, of course, is to 
accomplish the m erger w ith good 
taste, and the m anufacturers of 
the merchandise ready for debut 
locally seem to 
have 
em ployed 
designers who knew how. The re ­ 
sult is a great advance in variety 
and interest, but no loss of cor­ 
rectness of dignity. 
Another definite trend, it 
w as 
revealed, is the move away from 
“suites” (which any furniture m ao 
will tell you should be pronounced 
“suits” and toward “groups.” The 
difference is that 
the 
standard 
suite contained three, five, nine o r 
almost any num ber of pieces, b u t 
only one of a kind—that is, one 
dresser, one chest, one bed, etc. 
Now the idea is to show a great 
many more pieces, all designed 
along the general line, but differ­ 
ing in detail . , . and also in size~ 
Now the woman who says, “I 
like that dining room table but 
the chairs are terrible,”—still de­ 
signed for use with the same table 
—either on 
display 
nearby 
o r 
illustrated. 
And the woman w ho 
says, “My, that set is lovely, b u t 
too large for my room,” is in fo r 
a surprise, too. She is quite apt to 
find that the same pieces, 
scaled 
down for sm aller homes, are avail­ 
able, from the same m anufacturer, 
through the same store.
